Russians Win 9erb City. 


In the Balkan arena, striking at the 
Orient railroad, connecting Germany 
and Austria Hungary

and Turkey. Ruaso-Kuinanlan troops 
have invaded Serbia and are reported 
to have captured the city of Negotin. 
seven miles from the frontier and on 
a branch line of the Berlin taCoustan- 
tlnople road. 
The victory of the Rumanians In the 
Orsova region of Transylvania, where 
they obtained control of the Iron Gate 
of the Danube and put an end to th** 
Tiver communications between Bulga­ 
ria and the central power*, has en­ 
abled them to make this important 
thrust at the Teutonic allies, the sue 
cess of whch would be the biggest 
strategic triumph that the entente a1 
lies coaid win in tho Balkans at the 
present time. 
Negotin is forty miles so ith of Or- 
aova and sixty miles from Nish, the 
war capital of Serbia. 
The main line 
of the Orient railroad runs through 
Nish, toward which city the Rumani­ 
ans appear to he driving. 
The Rumanian Invasion of Serbia Is 
reported In a despatch to the Dally 
Mat! from Athens. 
The despatch says 
the Rumanians crossed 
the 
Danube 
and pushed forward to Negotin almost 
unopposed. 


Austrians 3low Up Forts. 


According to despatcher from the 
Russian front

Austrian troops, 
striving desperately to hold the Urie in 
front of Halicz, are blowing up Hie 
forts defending that city preparatory 
to a general retirement. 
A great bat 
tie has been raging for several days 
close up to Halicz on the Dnetater 
river front, and the Austrian, German 
mid Turkish troops fighting together 
have beet, unable to stein the Rus­ 
sian advance. 
The Russians are said 
to have occupied already t-ome cf the 
outer fortifications of the city. 
The defeat of the Teutonic armies 
In the recent big battle has forced a 
general retirement hack of the Gutta 
Lips line of defence, with tho result 
that Mallei was left open to Russian 
attacks from three directions aud was 
saved from Immediate capitulation on­ 
ly by the fa< t that its natural defences 
are rerv strong. 
The city la situated 
on the high right bauk of the Dniester, 
and the gTeat birdge across the river, 
the captara of which would have put 
the Russians In the ctty, has bt en 
blown up by the Austrians. 
The Rug. 
alane are reported to have tak*n the 
railroad station on the east t ank of tile 
river, opposite the town, aud to control 
the Hue running south of the city. 
While the fall of the city se* ms in 
evitable now, the Russians probably 
will have to fight hard before Halicz 
is given up to them. 
The defences 
recently have been strengthened, for 
the city'# strategic value to the R ub 
alans for operaillica against the capi­ 
tal of Galicia is so great that Halicz 
has been called the "Gateway to Lem­

There were more accidents, cam lop 
injuries disabling workmen for more 
than two days, during August than iii 
any other month of IPD*. 
The total of killed and Injured for 
the mouth was 23,817, a daily average 
of 882. 
During the first eight months of this 
year 1582 workers have been killed In 
Pennsylvania, and lf»6,#84 killed and 
Injured, a monthly average of IPS ft 
tallties and 20,760 killed and injured. 
T hese enormous figures art* baaed on 
accident reports received by the state. 
Compensation agreem ents had been 
perfect* d for 51*2 of the fatal cases, 
thus providing supjtort for the follow 
lug numbers of dependents: 418 wid­ 
ows, 130 parents, 1055 children, four 
te^n sisters, five brothers 
and

The amount of compensa 
Hon to he paid, in fatal cases, where 
agreem ents had been definitely made, 
aggregated more than $1,300,000, which 
Is to be paid in weekly installment* 
through the varying terms of years 
The amount of compensation paid in 
fatal * ase* to August I exceeded $33, 
OOO.
